RUSSIAN ATTACK IN 
GALICIA GENERAL

LONDON, Sept. 8.—The present 
operations in Galicia are now regard 
ed by military critics in Petrograd as 
a “Russian general attack,” says a 
Reuter despatch from the Russian 
capital, The military critics comment 
on the difficulty facing the central 
powers in being driven to fight on two 
fronts, namely, against General Sak- 
haroff on the east, and General 
Scherbatchoff and Letchitzky on the 
south.

CANADA'S DEBT 


Expenditure on This Account Has 
Been $186,000,000 in Past 
Year 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 


OTTAWA, Sept. 8.—Canada's debt 
now stands at $658,620,270. This is 
an increase of $28,417,356 since Jul: 
$1, and of $186,212,385 since this time 
last year. The net debt has nearly 
doubled since the war commenced, 

Total reyenue for the month = of 
August amounted to $16,546,872, an 
increase of about two and a quarter 
millions over that for August, 1916 
Customs accounted for an increase of 
a million and a half; excise for an in- 
crease of $341,136, and public works 
including railways for an increase of 
over a half a million. Post office re- 
ceipts, despite the additional stamp 
tax of one cent, show a decrease of 
$499,779. This is almost 21 per cent 
lower than TffvAugust, 1915. 

Total ordinary expenditures’ for 
August was $10,693,916, an increase of 
about $1,200,000, as compared with 
August, 1915. Capital expenditure on 
public works, including rallways and 
canals, totalled $1,526,430, a decrease 
of nearly three millions, as compared 
with August, 1915. 

War expenditure for the month 
reached the substantial total of $24,- 
986,258.

According to reports, the two boys 
were working alone, when cries from 
Farmer attracted the attention of 
other workmen, His body was found 
to be swollen to double its normal 
size, and he charged Gurlich with re- 
sponsibility for sending into his 
bowels the pressure of 105 pounds, ex- 
erted by the pneumatic tool, Although 
an operation was performed, doctors 
here say there is no hope for the lad's

If there is 
any truth in the report that they 
have started doing this the Kaiser 
had better put himself in the 
hands of the Allies for safe keep- 
ing.

The company which is com- 
posed entirely of local men was incor- 
porated in Fepruary, 1914, and in May 
of that year 18 pairs of young foxes 
were installed on the property. These 
were young pups of that spring and 
were all caught in the surrounding or 
lurther north country, Amongst thein 
vere six dark silvers, The remainder 
were good crosses, 

The foxes are kept in wire walled 
pens, 380x380 feet, or sometimes 16x15. 
One pair is kept in a pen. A wooden 
kennel is supplied but the foxes sel- 
com use the kennel cither in winter 
or summer. The walls of the pens are 
ot fox wi The lower five feet of 14 
KUage wire and one inch mesh, The 
upper five feet has 16 guage wire and 
two-inch mesh. There is an overhany 
of two feet at the top to prevent the 
foxes from climbing over, and also a 
turn in of two feet at the bottom of 
the fence three feet below ground, in 
oll the width of wire is 17 feet 

The food is chiefly fish which are 
purchased in the spring and kept in 
cold storage. Horse meat is also used, 
and is kept in cold storage. The ani- 
mals eat very little. The cost of fool 
coes not exceed a cent day per an- 
imal. The pups are born in April. At 
cight weeks old they are weaned on 
cees and milk oatmeal or cornmeal. 
No sickne las yet devcloped amongst 
the foxes on the Long Lake farm. 
Indeed they seem to thrive in captivity 
under good treatment, 

The farm had an inerease of 11 
pups in Mareh and April, 1915, of 
which five were silver. This year the 
increase was 61, of Awhich 27 were 
silver and the rest crosses, At pre- 
ent the farm has 90 foxes. The skins 
can be taken at § to 10 months old, 
that is in January, when the fur is 
most prime, The company have been so 


successful in rearing stock that they 
will not kill any this season, keeping 
all for breeding purposes.

The wheels of the portable engine 
sank down and the firebox, which was 
only about fourteen inches above the 
ground, was stuck solidly in the mud.

the bush and via boat and raft to Fort 
Vermilion, and Mrs. Lawrence’ and 
family were to return with him, 
On September 14, 1885, Mr. Mel- 
se left Fort Vermilion for Peace 
Crossing in a dugout canoe, 
which he poled up the river over three 
hundred miles, The trip took 19 
days, not including Sundays, for no 
ravelling was done on the Sabbath, 
Reaching Peace River Crossing, Mr. 
Melrose found the Hueson's Bay clerk 
ying his meal on the bank of the 
river. The warehouse had been 
boarded up for the winter. He had 
only enough grub to last him until he 
reached Dunvegan, where he would 
spend the winter, and, as Mr, Melrose 
had planned to stock up on eatables at 
Peace River Crossing, the only thing 
leit for him to do was to start out for 
Rev. Mr. Brick’s at Old Wives’ Lake, 
to get some provisrons there, But 
upon his arrival at Rev. Mr, @rick’s 
mission house he found him in the 
same state, for he was living only up- 
on his garden, This necessitated a 
celay of some few days until bacon 
and flour could be secured from the 
Hudson's Bay at Fort Dunvegan, The 
return was made to Peace’ River 
Crossing, without knowing how he 
would be able to make the portage of 
eighty miles to Lesser Slave Lake,

Value to Average Farmer, 


Few illustrations could demonstrate 
so effectually the value of live stock 
to the average farmer, says the Grain 
Growers’ Guide. No one pretends to 
Say that these figures hold true in all 
cases because a number of other im- 
portant factors must be considered. 
But they do hold true in a vast num- 
ber and they show distinetly the trend 
of results from keeping more live- 
stock, Why does more live — stock 
mean a larger net labor income for 
the farmer? In the first place it pro- 
fitably absorbs considerable labor at 
a time of the year when there is little 
else to do. In the case of dairy stock 
cows milking during the winter fre- 
quently have been found more profit- 
able than milking during the summer 
and largely on account of the better 
use of labor. The utilization of more 
land for pasture and hay necessary 
with more live stock reduces cultiva- 
tion and harvesting expenses, More 
complete use of feed that would oth- 
erwise be wasted resulting in larger 
crops and a more concentrated mar- 
ket product all help to swell the profit 
side when more live stock is kept, 

Labor Expense. 

Labor is the most expensive item by 
far in the operation of the avers 
western farm, Labor is not plentiful 
now and its proper distribution at any 
time is a most important considera- 
tion. Any class of live stock will help 
materially, Beef cattle will probably 
go farther than any other to consume 
a lot of feed, at the same time in- 
screasing the necessity for labor (out- 
side of the farmer's own family) but 
very little. The natural evolution of
